Tiie Gulpu Mill, erected in 1747, is sit- 


uated in Upper Merion township, Mont- 
gomery county. Pa., at the intersection 
of Uulph road with the Gulpli creek. 
The memorial consists of a bowlder nine 
feet high, taken from the adjacent bill 
intl erected upon a substantial founda- 
ion, with the inscription: "Gulph Mill. 
The main Continental army, commanded 
ay Gen. G. Washington, encamped iu 
this immediate vicinity from December 
13 to December 19,1777, before going in- 
o winter quarters at Valley Forge. 
1'Uected by the Pennsylvania Society of 
Sons of the Revolution, 180:2. Tliis me- 
morial to the soldiers of l.hu involution 
stands on ground presented by Hender- 
son Supplee, owner of tlie Gulph Mill, 
erected in 17-17." 


These grounds were the threshold to 


Valley Forge, and the story of that terri- 
ble winter, a story of endurance, forbear- 
ance and endurance and patriotism, 
which will never grow old, had its be- 
ginning here at those six days' encamp- 
ment at old Gulph Mill. 


Near this historic old Gulph Mill, 


which Is soon to be-destroyed, on the 
south aide of the entrance, a rock which 
for years has sheltered people from ttiu 
rain juts out at the road to an elevation 
of about fifteen feet. 
Undoubtedly this 


huge bowlder served as a fortiilcation 
for Washington's army, and on account 
of its nearness to tlie mill has received 
the name of Gulph Hock.
